The Acting Colonial Secretary—The answer 
to the first question {s, plans aren course of 
preparation, and itis proposed to enter into the 
contracts for the necessary works at an early 
date; the estimated additional storage {1 a 
hundred million gallons, and the probable cost 
about $100,000. The proposed new works are 
the increasing of the helght of Tytam dam by 
ten feet and constructing a subsidiary reservolr 
at Tytam. If the clrcometances are favourable, 
It 1s hoped the works will be completed before 
the dry seasom of 1895. The answer to the 
second question is embodied In that of the firat. 
The answer to the third is—noné, In answer 
tothe fourth, It {s Impossible to foretell what 
will be the smount of the ralofall in the next 
eight months, and on that” almost entirely 
depends the question of ccrtailing oor water 
supply. But the statement that the cortailing 
of the dafly water supply bas been done regularly 
for the last few years {s not correct as a constant 
supply was maintained during the dry: searons 
of 1891 and 1892.

THE FO LEUNG KUK GRANT. 

The Chairman—The first minute belore the 
Comunlttee [s "The Governor recommends the 
Council to vote a som of twenty thousand dollars, 
($20,000), being the amount of the building 
grant to the Po Leang Kuk." Hon. members 
will remember that this vote was authorised by 
Ordinance 10 of 1°93, sectlon 16, and on that 
authority the money has already been paid over 
to the Po Leung Kuk. .

THE COST OF THE PLAGUE, . 2 

The Chalrmen—The Governor’ recommends 
the Council to vate a sum of $100,000 to meet 
extraordinary expenses Incurred In connection 
with the epldemic of plague. It {s unnecessary 
forme to explain how this expenditure has 
arisen, and I'regret to aay that {t has, already: 
exceeded the $100,000. The Treasurer told mo 
thls morning that there was a debit to plague 
account af $107,798.95.

_ COST OF THE CATERPILLAR PLAGUE. 

The Chairman—The Governor recommends 
the Council to vote a sum of $5,000 to meet 
txpenditare by the Botanical and Afforestation 
Department In connectlon with the recent cater- 
plilar plague, 

Mr, A. McConactle—I observed a short time 
ago that some men wete felling'a lot of timber 
on the other slde of Happy Valley, and {t occurred
